A note from the Editor 

Whilst many people may sympathise with the 
points of view expressed in the letter opposite, it is 
not the wear and tear caused by the innocent play 
of children but acts of deliberate vandalism, which 
upset most people in this Village, and anybody who 
can help reduce it in any way should do so. This 
would quickly reduce the animosity towards our 
children, who may not even be the primary culprits 
involved!. 

The latest casualty is the office where the BHN 
is printed each month. Several acts of petty vandal- 
ism to the premises have now culminated in the 
smashing of two of the three large windows and it 
is likely that we will soon have to cease printing 
the BHN. One of our volunteer printers cut herself 
trying to clear enough of the glass to carry on with 
the pmnting. 

As many readers will be aware, this is only the 
latest in a long line of attacks on Village amenities, 
ranging from the Library (22 windows smashed in 
one night), the Church, the Parish Council offices 
and the Mall (vandalised with a fire extinguisher on 
féte day; a police helicopter scrambled to search for 
the culprits). Some businesses find it extremely dif- 
ficult to get insurance. I have myself recently 
stopped two young boys from throwing stones at 
the windows of the Sunshine Playgroup; J am sure 
I am not the only one to witness such acts. 
Boredom is no excuse. 

I know from experience that the majority of our 
voung people are decent, well-behaved and a credit 
to the Village, but why do we let the small minority 
get away with the sort of actions which bring little 
credit to themselves and our Village? If you know 
who is doing all this damage, then please try to do 
something about it !

] was interested in vour article in last month's 
BHN. as | also saw the creamy masses on grass 
which vou described But as I then went on holiday 
1 missed the final stage. so 1 was glad of your 
account to help confirm identification 

What we saw was apparently one of the 
‘Myxomvycetes' or ‘slime moulds’. a very curious 
and little-known group of organisms. They exist as 
a shapeless 'goo' (different species may be different 
colours) They can crawl about slowly. engulfing 
bactena for their food. rather like something out of 
science fiction. In due course they reproduce by 
hardening off and producing fruit-bodies and 
spores - so vour idea of caviar was fairly close to 
the mark They are of course perfectly harmless, 
and quite widespread. They require dampness and 
warmth, however. so are only found where these 
conditions are right. Under the right conditions 
(such as occurred here in early July, for instance) 
slime moulds can appear quite suddenly in some 
quantity. This has proved rather disconcerting to 
some people and in the past these appearances have 
been attributed to eg. sludge from the exhaust of an 


alien space craft !

Hedgehogs are well known for

ter. Hedgehogs effectively go into a|CAMBRIDGESHIRE 
very deep sleep during hibernation. If there is a 
warm spell in the weather they may wake up and 
come out, then return to their nest if it becomes 
cold again. Hedgehogs have been known to wake 
up in colder weather to build a new nest if their 
own has become wet, or just for a change! 
Hibernation usually ends about Easter but again 
depends on the weather. 

If you find a hedgehog towards the end of this 
month you should leave it unless it is very small 
(under 450g), in which case it probably will not 
survive hibernation. If you find yourself nursing a 
hedgehog you must keep it warm, feed it on cat 
food or baby food and get advice from your local 
Wildlife Trust. 

Hedgehogs often make their nests in bonfires, so 
please check before lighting!

Feline Leukaemia 


An important message for all cat lovers 

Saskia was a cheeky, mischievous member of our family and we all miss her. 

One Sunday night I had to rush her to the vet, as she was unable to walk and in a lot of pain. Antibiotics 
were given. On the following Tuesday I collected her. She was not eating and lay under the table staring 
at the walls. More tests were done, but | was not prepared for the results. 

The virus, passed through the saliva or claws of a carrier, had caused liver failure and she had to be put 
down. Worse still, we learned that Feline Leukaemia is highly infectious and may have infected our other 
cat. Once symptomatic, the disease is always fatal. A few infected cats become carriers, developing no 
symptoms but passing the disease on to other cats. For around £20, cats can be inoculated against this 
disease. 

Sassy had many playmates in Bar Hill and cat owners should be aware that there is a carrier of the dis- 
ease in this village. Your cats are at risk and we urge all cat owners in Bar Hill, like ourselves, to get their 
cats inoculated, before they lose a precious friend.
